WOODEN BUILDINGS AT, STATE 


INSTITUTION PROVE DEATH 


TRAP. 


(By the Associated Pro Mi) 


Norman, Okla,, April 13.—Be- 


tween thirty-arid thirty-seven boys, 
aged froin ten to -fifteen years, were 
burned to dea'fh' tn the state hospital 
for the Insane Were thte morning. All 
of the boys' were inmates of the In- 
stitution-afl'd .were helpless as the 
flames wrapped'around.them. Being 
confined In the houses; the young 
boys were unable to get out of the 
fire before their todies had been char 
red by the onruahing flames. 


The fire was of unknown origin. 


It completely destroyed wards 10, 14 
and 15 and the institution dining 
room. It started in the engine room 
of the hospital, according to the best 
information obtainable and spread 
o the other buildings. 


Dr. D. W. Griffin superintendent 


of the institution, said early this 
morning that the death list may be 


greater than thirty-seven. Ef- 


forts are being made now to compile 
i complete list of the dead. 


The institution is located several 


blocks east of the city proper, and the 
"ire department could not reach, there 
n time to save the inmates. 
The 


flames were discovered in a few min- 
utes after they broke out, but the 
panic among the children in Ward 10 
prevented effective work "by the res- 
cuers.

"A very considerable amount of 
success can fairly be claimed for tho 
policy. In the Far East, the German 
commercial establishments-have been 
almost completely destroyed and re- 
cent events will probably make it 
possible to complete the work. 


'Thanks to our agreements with 


American shipping companies, tho 
financial stability of enemy firms in 
South America has been very general- 
ly shaken, and in some cases they 
have been forced" into liquidation. In 
other instances, firms containing cer- 
tain enemy interest have been oblig- 
ed to eliminate this interest. 


"In Spain the policy has worked 


admirably, and is considered to have 
gone far to counteract the more in- 
sidious methods of German propagan- 
da. In all countries the moral effect 
of the Statutory list has been very 
pronounced, and a definite stigma is, 
attached to inclusion in the list, a^ 
effect which has been accentuated jy 
the growing dislike of the world in 
.general for 
German 
objects 
and 


methods." 


The main preoccupation 
of 
the 


Ministry of Blockade during the year 
1917, it is stated, was directed to di- 
minishing trade between the Ger- 
mans and neutrals on her oorders, 


"The neutral tonnage employed in 


allied trade increased by a million 
tons between the German declaration 
of ruthless U-boat warfare and the 
end of the year," says the cabinet. 


"The great blockade event of the 


year was the declaration of war be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
followed by similar declarations from 
or the rupture of relations by, a con- 
siderable number of South American 
states. This has enabled us and our 
allies to stop imports to the border 
neutrals at the source. 


"Public attention has been fixed, 


not unnaturally, more upon the food 
blockade of Germany than anything 
else, 'but it is very doubtful whether 
this Is its most important aspect. The 


I evidence Is strong to show that Ger- 
many is also suffering gravely from 
the want of such things as wool, 
leather, cotton, rubher and so on. 


"It is hoped that we may see con- 


siderable results in the future from 
the new forms of pressure which the 
entry of America into the war has 
•enabled us to employ."
